WITH PAT OLICHEV . 

D) REF PARA 6, CLARIFICATION: PURPOSE OF ODESSA VISIT

VENIENT, WOULD LIKE TO MEET WITH APPROPRIATE OFFICIALS 

OF SOVIET STATE PROCUREMENT AGENCY. 

B) SENATOR WOULD APPRECIATE SCHEDULING TWO ROUND TABLE 
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DISCUSSIONS: (L) US-CANADIAN INSTITUTE, AND (2) IMEMO. 

SENATOR IS PREPARED TO DELIVER INFORMAL ADDRESSES APPROXI- 
MATELY 15 MINUTES EACH, TO HELP STRUCTURE THE DISCUSSIONS. 
IMPORTANT THAT HE HAVE TIME TO TALK WITH ARBATOV AT SOME 
LENGTH, AS WELL AS INOZEMTSEV. 

C) IF SCHEDULE PERMITS, SENATOR WOULD LIKE TO DISCUSS 
GENERAL ISSUES RELATING TO EAST- WEST TRADE WITH MR. 
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BOGOMOLOV, DIRECTOR, INSTITUTE FOR ECONOMIC STUDIES OF 
THE SOCIALIST SYSTEM. IF NOT POSSIBLE FOR SENATOR, GIL- 
MORE WILL MEET ALONE. SENATOR INTERESTED IN SCHEDULING 
VISIT TO NEARBY COLLECTIVE OR STATE FARM, BUT THIS IS 
SECONDARY TO REMAINDER OF SCHEDULE. 

D) GILMORE AND LOEWI WILL SPEND A DAY IN ADVANCE PRE- 
PARATION FOR SENATOR'S ARRIVAL AND DISCUSSIONS AS WELL 
AS FOR COMMITTEE REPORT. THEY WOULD LIKE TO SEE INDIVI- 
DUALS AT MINISTRIES OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS AND FOREIGN TRADE, 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE, CEMA SECRETARIAT, AND POSSIBLY 
MERCHANT MARINE IN MOSCOW. FOLLOWING NAMES ARE SUGGESTED 
(SUBSTITUTION OF NAMES OR ADDITIONAL CONTACTS WHERE 
APPROPRIATE WOULD BE APPRECIATED): ISRAELYAN, FOREIGN
